AMERICANS WOUNDED IN BULACAN 


The Work of Pursuing the Rebels fs 
Cerried on Vigorously Under 
the Direction of the New 
Commander General 
MacArthur. 


Manila, June 5, 11:30 p. m.—Major John- 
son, with two companies of the Twenty- 
infantry and twenty-five men of 
the Eighteenth infantry, sailed from 
Romblon to the neighboring island of 
Tablas, where they disembarked simulta- 
neously in four columns, converging upon 
a central point. The Americans encoun- 
tered about sixty rebels, who retreated 
and they captured forty, including all the 
officers, together with 10,000 rounds of 
ammunition and twenty-four rifles. For- 
ty men of the Twenty-ninth regiment, 
with a lieutenant, were left as a garri- 
son. The others returned to Romblon. 

Company E, of the Thirty-fifth regl- 
ment, and company G, of the Fourth 
regiment, encountered (fifty insurgents 
behind stone trenches in the high moun- 
tains near Norzagaray, province of Bula- 
can. There was persistent fighting and 
seven Americans were wounded. Finally 
company G, by a flanking movement, 
carried the trenches. Trumpeter Speaker, 
of company G, has been commended for 
“determined bravery’ by General Fun- 
ston. Troop G, of the Fourth cavalry, 
company C, of the Thirty-fourth regi- 
ment, and company A, of the Twenty- 
second regiment, are pursuing the captors 
of Charles D. Roberts, who was taken 
by the Filipinos‘while scouting near San 
Miguel de Mayumo, May 29th. It is re- 
ported that the Filipinos have separated 
among the trackless forests. 

The natives report that Mascardo, with 
200 men and five hundred rifies, will sur- 
render if given assurances that they will 
not be imprisoned.

During the interim. between the con- 
sideration of conference ,eports members 
clamored like mad men in the wheat pit 
on a panic day for recognition for private 
bills upon which their yolitical salvation 
might depend, 

At the night session the galleries were 
thronged with gayly arrayéd women, and 
the floor was a veritable bedlam. Hour 
after hour the conferees struggled on with 
their reports, the speaker, firm and reso- 
lute, steering the house through the tur- 
moil and confusion. 

Toward midnight the galleries thinned 
out, but the tired legisiators, with the 
prospects of an all-night session ahead, 
remained in their places, getting what 
comtort they could from the Knowledge 
that tomorrow the end would come.

Julius Bone was sent back to the Dade 
mines vesterday and the hopes the young 
convict had of appearing before the par- 
don board to make a personal appeal for 
his liberty have been blighted. 

The story of Bone’s escape from the 
convict camp at the Dade coal mines has 
been told in The Constitution. The young 
convict got away from the guards and 
came to Atlanta, where he surrendered 
himself to City Detectives Wootten and 
Hewitt. 

Bone said he ran away in order to ap- 
pear before the pardon board to beg in 
person that he be liberated, as he had 
been unjustly convicted of the robbery 
of Charles Classett on February 15th, 1899, 
and wrongfully sentenced to ten years 
hard labor. ;

The HMability of a common carrier 
of goods is that of an insurer, and in cases 
of loss «0 excuse avails such carrier unless 
occasioned to the act of God or the public 
enemies of the state. He may not limit his 
legal liability by a notice to the shipper; but 
he may, with certain restrictions, make an 
express contract, and both parties entering into 
it will be bound by its terms.

GERTRUDE ATHERTON. 


ERTRUDE ATHERTON, the bril- 
zane young California author, has 
given expression to an honest esti- 
mate of Edwin Markham and his philos- 
ophy that should possess a loca] interest 
in view of the poet's recent visit to At- 
lanta and the conflicting opinion that 
this visit brought to the surface. 
There are two views to take of Mark- 


| ham: The first is to consider him simply 
/as a poet who possesses in a rare degree

the rare faculty of flawless metrical ex- 
pression. The second is as man and phi- 
losopher who has brought into the world 
a new view of things that Is of vital im- 
port. Which view to take of him is 
the mooted question. Judged as a poet, 
the general verdict of 
the world has been that he possesses 
rare gifts. As philosopher, the parties 
at dispute have differed widely; one fac- 
tion hatling him as prophetic of a new 
school of thought that is to work out 
the world’s salvation, the other that his 
point of view is based on no substantial 
eub-stratum of truth; that his philosophy 
is dianhanous and vain. 

In all of which dispute Mr. Markham 
has wisely remained “hands off.’’ It is 
safe to assume that the author of “Tho 
Man with the Hoe” is not devoid of guile. 
As long as a difference of opinion con- 
cerning him exists and the subject mat- 
ter retains interest, he will be talked 
about. As long as he continues to be 
talked about his poems will be marketa- 
ble. Silence in his case is golden. And 
so he continues to write and the public 
continues to look for. well springs. of 
hidden thought underlying the music of 
his phrases. 

Gertrude Atherton takes the position 
that Markham’s point of view is wrong— 
assuming that he really has deep-seated 
convictions; and that in any event in 
striving to please the common mind he 
is debasing a beautiful gift. Summed up 
briefly, her opinion is that he has made 
the fatal mistake of attempting to mix 
world problems and art—two things which 
she contends are not; compatible. 

Her estimate of the poet follows: 

“No one will dispute that Mr. Edward 
Markham has the genuine poet's gift, 
but any student of life may be allowed 
to lament that he uses this gift for the 
perpetuation and dissemination of lies. 
Surely, if he knows anything, he must 
know that although the poor may be un- 


pure and simple,

Tome of this country, 


happy because of their poverty, it is not 
wealth that breeds the discontent of the 
rich. And te assert that the rich are 
invariably cankered by the world fatigue 
and world despair, and have no private 
rest within their sheltered nest, is pure 
rhyme and nothing more. 

“Some of the happiest people I have 
ever known have been rolling in wealth. 
The several that come to my mind whom 
I would set down as the very happiest 
have millfons at their disposal. Of the 
many who are far from being so highly 
favored—and happiness is a word used 
at long intervals in the history of life— 
the causes of their discontent or misery 
arise from exactly the same _ source 
which poisons the springs of all life— 
infidelity, death, unsatisfi@l ambition or 
desire, unsatisfactory children, ill health 
and all the rest of it. If the rich woman 
suffers from pampered nerves and im- 
agined invalidism, she ts not worse. off— 
I should say much better—than the little 
middle class woman who wears out body 
and soul trying to make both ends meet, 
or the farmer’s lonely wife, who inva- 
riably is an old rheumatic woman long 
before her time. 

“Even authors, notoriously careless in 
regard to money, have been taught sound 
common sense by the Authors’ Society 
of England, and, thanks to that concern, 
stand stde by side’ with the publisher 
today, instead of living in his back yard. 
My contracts up to 1895 were monuments 
of dishonesty; today no publisher would 
think of offering the humblest beginner 
the papers I signed before that date. 

“As for Mr. Markham, I will venture to 
say that he lets no poem go out of his 
desk till JWM&has driven the best bargain 
a and that he has no han- 
kering for the plow and spade. Nobody 
ever did who wasn’t born to them (ex- 
cept as an avowed pastime with many al- 
ternatives), and as for those that are to 
the earth born, I will venture to say they 
do not look upon these implements so 
much as objects for poetic apotheosis as 
for poetic satire. 

“But why Mr. Markham’'s anxiety for 
the man with the hoe? This is not France 
or Flanders. Where has there ever been 
such a monarch as the many-headed 
known as the peo- 
ple? Where was there ever such a ty- 
ranny? Did they not have their howling 
way and get the Spanish war? Was the 
ruler of any country ever subjected to 
such a pressure before? Does not the 
majority of the day get its president, its 
congressmen—who get it every court- 
house it wants and a large percentage 
of everything it clamors for? When it is 
in the minority and has to accept a high 
tariff, or to shut up its factories, is it so 
dull that life has taught it no philoso- 
phy? The farmer and the factory girl 
can go on till the end: of time asking 
which has the better right to live, and no 
one can answer. The truth of the mat- 
ter is, Mr. Markham, that the man who 
cannot go through life without bettering 
himself to the condition where no reason- 
able man would complain has no right 
to live, no place in the world, and the 
sooner he gets out of it the better. There 
are so much finer subjects for poetry. 
Why waste a beautiful gift In groveling 
for the popularity of the mob? More- 
over, the polemical bee is sure to sting 
art to death. Tolstoi is a case in point. 
His latest book, ‘Resurrection,’ reads like 
extracts from the notes of a third-rate 
reporter. There is not a first-class 
newspaper man in New York who could 
not have made infinitely better literary 
use of the same material. Striving to 
please the common mind has a fatally 
commonizing effect on the writing fac- 
ulty.’’
